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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over O'Keefe, of record. 

Figure 10a of O'keefe shows an embodiment wherein electromagnetic waves 
(photons) are absorbed by the carbon nanotube thereby increasing the conductivity and 
functioning as a photodetector. Applicant's claim 10 basically recites a photoconductive 
mode of operation for a carbon nanotube device similar to O'Keefe, above. Obviously 
when the carbon nanotube of O'Keefe is not radiated with photons the conductivity is 
lower, similar to applicant's device. The source of O'Keefe's electromagnetic waves 
(photons) is not explicitly shown, however, antenna sources comprising an electrode 
are standard for generating electromagnetic waves (photons) and would obviously be 
prima facie obvious for generating the photons of O'Keefe. Accordingly, a "third" 
electrode for photon generation in O'Keefe is obvious structure. The claim limitations 
"placed near the carbon nanotube" are not considered to distinguish over O'Keefe as 
the same must be true of the photon source of O'Keefe for the device to function as 
intended. Claim 10 is considered obvious structure and method. Claim 12 is also 
considered obvious as the proper photon frequency in O'Keefe to enable photodetector 
operation would lead one of ordinary skill to select frequencies which are absorbed. 
Since the device is a carbon nanotube FET structure similar to applicant similar photon 
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energies or frequencies around 1 GHz must produce the photodetector operation. One 
of ordinary skill would be expected to apply various frequencies to determine which 
would enable photodetector operation. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/26/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's arguments do not address the figure 10a embodiment of 
O'Keefe discussed above in which electromagnetic waves are applied to the carbon 
nanotube to change its conductance.
